Communication during the mainten- 
ance of 2 campaign is of the utmost im- 
portance, and when the ordinary mean;

maintenance. All the systems ar: brie 
upon the same lines. The trnavtier or 
otuer fortresses that are consi fered mos 
liable to attack, ag weil! as many of th» 
inland towns, are provided with pizeou- 
lofts, and an important point iat: i.e. 
rior of the country — generally the 
capital—is tixed upon aga ceitra! sation 
with which they shall comiranivrze. Le- 
tween the various fortressen there is, tov, 
direct commanication. Where tie dis- 
tance seperating outlying stations from 
the central one 1s deemed too great for 
the biris to safely traverse, the counec- 
tion i3 secured by intermedinie ones. As 
to the number of pigeons kept at cara 
station, this varies according to the pusi- 
tion of the place, the nuinber of duree- 
tions In wich birds have to be tramed, 
and the distances that they have to be 
flown, Wiere it is intenugy! that tre 
pigeons Biall only be used in one diree- 
tion, about Juv gre maintained, and ivr 
each direction after the fitst Jo0 birds are 
added; so that at a station where three 
directions are covered, 500 pigeons will 
be kept. In case of siege this number 
would be aytiicient to ensure comminni- 
cation for six months, the calculation 
being arrived at in the following manner: 
Suppose the birds are tossed twice per 
week, then.in six months there would be 
fifty-two liberations, and as the number 
of pigeons let loose on each occasion 
would in all probawvility average three, 
the toral number of birds tessed uring 
the half-year would be 146, allowance thus 
being mwnade for various, coutingeasies. 

The Germans were among the first ua- 
tions ta establish pape pizeon-lofts, 
and their system is now the. most com- 
plete in Europe. The larger fortresses, 
like Metz, Cologne, and Strasburs, each 
have frga 400 to 600 well-urauned | birds; 
and the annual vote ot credit for oizeon 
parposes in the military tuadgzet is os.64).

In France the vote of credit for the 
pigeon-loits is $20,000. Ten stations have 
birds trained from Paris, aad important 
towne at great distances communicate 
with tho capital by interinediate sta- 
tions. Thus Lyons tramsmits to Paris by 
way of Langres, which likewise coin- 
municates with Marseilles: and Perpig- 
nan, The military authorities have 
power to requisition all lofty of trained 
pigeons belonging to private persona, and 
@® census is regularly made of their nuim- 
ber. The census taken last ycar eiowed 
that in Paris alone there were 2,50u birds 
available, of which 1,780 had been: thor- 
oughly trained and might bo relied upon 
as likely to “ho:ne."’ ere Paris, thers- 
fore, ever again in danger of a be- 
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sieged, theses together with taa birds 
kopt at the various outside stations abou! 
Grenoble, the Pyrenees, the Alps, anid 
the important towns in the north and 
south of tne county, would form a 
means of communic With the armies 
outside that might play an important 
part m turning the tide of the ca:ipaign. 

Russia has recently voted a sum of 
$10,000 for the maintenance of military 
pigeon-lofts, it being thought that in

As tO onr resources in trained 
pigeons, great progress has, thr nici: the 
medium of columbarian sovictics, been 
made in this respect during the past few 
years, ani it may be fairly estimaccd that 
something like 9,000 birds ‘are annually 
put into training by private persoas ; and 
in case the necessity arose, these would 
without doubt, be placed at the disposai 
of the nation. Wietheror not our own 
government will ever follow tie example 
set by the great European countries is 
yet to be decided.
